V7PFW  has  been  on  the   air  for  nine  months. 
Many  wondered  whether  we  would  make    it   and  pre- 
dicted our   demise.   Many  more    listened  to   our 
broadcasts   and   realized  that   the   only  barrier 
between  WPFVJ  and  a  bright   tomorrow  was  money. 
Their  money.    V/e   are   truly  grateful   for  the 
steady  growth   in   listener-support  V/PFW  has  ex- 
perienced  since  we   began  broadcasting  February 
28,    1977. 

From   that    point   until   just   before   v/e   be- 
gan our  Fall  Marathon,    $93,000  was   pledged  by 
WPFVJ   listeners.    Of  that   amount,    we    received 
$71,000   or  11%   of  all  monies  pledged.    V/e   are 
therefore   optimistic    that   v/e  will   receive  most 
of  the  $50,000   pledged  during  our  most    recent 
Marathon.
